Paris, April 29.—A communication 
from

ministry of marine an­ 
nounces the torpedoing of the French 
cruiser Leon Gambetta in the Adri­ 
atic sea. The communication reads: 
"The armored cruiser I^eon Gambet­ 
ta, cruising at the entrance of tho 
Otranto canal, was torpedoes on tho 
night of April 26-27 and went to tho 
bottom in ten minutes. 
"All the officers on board perished 
at 
their 
posts. 
One hundred and 
thirty-six members of the crew, in­ 
cluding eleven under-officers, were res­ 
cued by vessels sent out promptly to 
their help by the Italian authorities. 
The list of survivors has not yet bee?i 
received at the ministry of marine.” 
Only fifty-eight bodies were recov­ 
ered by tile 
rescue 
boats, some of 
which were Italian torpedo boats. The 
survivors say that the Gambetta was 
struck by two torpedoes, each of them 
striking tile cruiser amidship while 
she was lying stationary twenty miles 
off Santa Maria de Leuca. 
As soon as the torpedo had struck 
an effort was made to run the Gam- 
betto on shore. She sank so quickly, 
however, that this was out of the 
question. The vessel sank so rapidly 
In fact that only a few of the lifeboats 
could be lowered, and two of these 
were capsized.

A Tremendous Artillery Duel Is Rag­ 


ing Near Neuve Chapelle — French 


Claim Gains. 


London, Apii 29.—The allies have 
begun, judging l'rom reports at hand, 
to roo the German forces back across 
the ground they recently won north 
of Ypres. 
The Belgian, 
French and 
British 
armies, fully recovered and consoli­ 
dated, have again resumed 
the of* 
tensive. 
The lo n d o n Morning Post’s corres­ 
pondent in northern France says the 
Germans have renewed tiieir activi­ 
ties to the south of tile most recent 
battleground, a tremendous artillery 
duel being in progress near Neuve 
Chapelle. 
The French war office report reads: 
"To the north of Ypres we have 
'continued to make progress. This is 
particularly so on our left, where we 
took 
six 
machine gums, two bomb 
throwers and much war material, at 
the same time making several hun 
(ired prisoners, including a number of 
officers. 
"The losses of 
the enemy 
wero 
heavy. At a single point on the front, 
not far from the canal, we counted 
over 600 bodies of German soldiers. 
"On the heights of the Meuse, along 
the front of Les-Eparges-8alnt Remy, 
the trench of Galonne, we continued 
to gain ground, advancing about one 
kilometer (five-eighths of a mile), in 
Aiding very heavy losses on the en 
einy ami destroying a German Hat 
tery.” 
The official 
announcement 
given 
out from the Belgium army headquar 
ters on the continent says: 
"The situation on April 27 showed 
that the eGrnian artillery was evldenc 
Ing little activity on the front held 
by the Belgian army. 
"The French, aided by the Belgian 
artillery and Infantry, have taken Ll 
zorne and several German trenches 
in the direction of Het Has. More than 
IOO dead were counted on the battle­ 
field. Tile booty comprises six quick- 
firing guns and 200 prisoners. The at­ 
tack continues.” 
The Germans officially deny gain* 
claimed by the allies 
In 
Flanders. 
The statement from Berlin announces 
that the Germans took by storm the 
French entrenchments north of Lo 
Mean!!, in Champagne. 
The French say they have not only 
captured by storm 
the 
summit of 
Hartnianns-Weilerkopf, In Alsace, lost 
to the Germans on Monday, hut c a r­ 
ried their lines 200 yards down Hie 
eastern slope of the mountain into 
territory long held by the enemy. The 
Germans, however, still claim posses­ 
sion of Hartmanns-Weilerkopf. 
Despite the allied successes In the 
region of Ypres there has been no 
abatement in the fury of the German 
efforts to retain the ground captured 
In their first do**i forward and 
to 
press forward still farther lf possible. 
They are dragging 
heavy 
artillery 
cloes to their front line and pouring 
such a rain of shot and shell toward 
the allied positions as has scarcely 
been equalled iii the war. 
"And yet," says the Evening News, 
"the fate of Calais still hangs in tho 
balance. Tile Germans are not dis­ 
heartened. they are not starving, and 
they are c a p a b le of a g n at sustained 
offensive in Flamier?.”

New York, April 29. — Philip T. 
White, the $6000 a year manager of 
the Masury Faint company, Brooklyn, 
on trial as the leader of a band of 
highwaymen who held up his employ­
